Then toward the end of the seven- 


teenth 
century 
and 
through its suc- 


cessor came the reign of the bold and 
plain title page, and the plain title has 
lasted until the present day. 


A particularly noticeable 
feature in 


many title pages of the sixteenth and 
early 
seventeenth 
centuries 
Is 
the 


length of the descriptive titles. 
Con- 


troversial pamphlets and books of trav- 
el and adventure especially 
have titles 


which are extraordinarily long winded. 
The 
whole page is filled with small 


type, giving an analysis of the contents 
of book or pamphlet 


But this is quite an exceptional 
in- 


stance. 
Such a title page is hardly 


found again for twenty years and did 
not become 
common till about 1520, 


more than forty years later. 


- There 
was one curious exception. 
A 


"Kalendar" printed by Ratdolt at Ven- 
ice in 14TG has a full title page in the 
modern 
style. 
This remarkable 
page 


consists 
of an introductory poem sur- 


rounded on three sides by ornamental 
borders, with, at the bottom, the place 
of printing and date— 


"Venetiis, 1476" 


—and the names of the printers. 


Printing was Invented 
about 1450, 


but no title page, properly so called, Is 
known before 1470. Inthe earliest ex- 
amples the title Is eitlier, as in manu- 
scripts, given in the ftjrst two or three 
lines of the first paga 
to be Immedi- 


ately followed by the printed text or 
is simply, as it has been called, a la- 
bel—that is, it consists of a very brief 
title at the top of a blank page. . 


The manuscript practice of surround- 


ing the text withan ornamental 
border 


was also often applied to early printed 
books. 
The jintroduction of the title 


page showed the same mingling of old 
and new.

As books multiplied this practice, of 
course, 
soon 
died out 
Occasionally 


wealthy 
and -luxurious book ownera 


would employ a skillfulilluminator to 
adorn the pages and margins ofaprint- 
ed book just as in former days manu- 
scripts had been Illuminated. 


;When printing took the place of writ- 
ing/changes came gradually/? In'many 
sarly|printed 
books 
there "was 'still 


scope for handwork. Initialletters were 
left for the "rubrisher," 
as he 
was 
called, to decorate 
and illuminate by 


hand. 


The most surprising thing in the his- 


tory of the title page is tbe fact that 
It was utterly unknown until a few 
years after the invention of printing. 
In the days before that great era, when 
all books were in manuscript, no scribe 
ever 
thought 
of prefacing 
his work 


witha separate 
page or leaf devoted to 


the title.

may have 


been due to a confusion of the name 
with that of the Virgin;but. as a mat- 
ter of fact, the rosniarinus is frequent- 
ly mentioned 
by old Latin writers, in- 


cluding Horace and Ovid. The name 
came 
from the fondness 
of the plant 


for the 
seashore, 
where it often gets 


sprinkled with the "ros." or dew of the 
sea— that is to say, sea spray. 
Another 


cause 
of confusion 
perhaps 
was that 


the leaves of the plant somewhat 
re- 


semble those of the juniper, which In 
[mediaeval times was held sacred to the 
Virgin Mary.—Allthe Year Round.

to advertise 
the 
nauseous 


taste as well as to aid the butterfly in 
attracting a mate of its own kind.

of genius or talent, but follows per- 
sistent and well directed efforts. 
A 
native of Germany, 
he was born in 
Evarsdorf, April 18, 1825, 
and was a 
son of John Hoffman, a farmer by oc- 
cupation and a member of the Lutheran 
church.. Inhis family were two sons 
and a daughter, 
but the latter has 


passed away, and the parents both died 


The Ledger believes that the correct 
policyInsuch cases, in justice both to 
the quick and the dead, is to to sift 
all the facts and 
circumstances

rounding tbe homicide. 
T-hat is what 
a coroner's jury is for—to set at rest 
all idletalk, as far as possible. 
We 
therefore deem it proper to mention a 
fact that was not brought to the atten- 
tion of the jury, but which has called 
forth considerable comment, 
as might 


have 
been 
anticipated. 
Fastened 
on 
the outside of tho kitchen door, within 
a few feet of the body, was a white en- 
velop, on the face of whioh was written 
inpencil: "Mrs Sbacht 
is ta caus of 
mai deat, 
Frank Hoffman." 
That it 
was in the deceased's 
handwriting is 
hardly questioned. 
This notice shows 
the extraordinary condition of mental 
strain, outside of the suicidal mania, to 
which the victim was subject. 
We 
interviewed MrsSchact— whois a niece 
of deceased 
on his 
wife's side—and 
were told that since the funeral of Mrs 
Hoffman, seven weeks ago last Sunday 
—she bad neither 
visited the Hoffman 


borne nor spoken 
to the deceased in 
any way. Itis merely a simple act of 
justice to Mrs Scbact 
to mention this 
fact, as her name has been so singularly 
and unaccountably 
brought into tbis 
affair. 


That the deed was premeditated 
is 
corroborated by the fact that the day 
before ho summoned his nephew Ernest 
Fisher— tbe only blood relation he had 
in the county, and wholives close by— 
and gave him the combination of the 
safe, intimating that it was a precation- 
ary measure. 


The only persons about the premises 
at the time of the shooting 
were Miss 
Christina Rickert, a niece of deceased, 
who, since the death ofMrs. Hoffman, 
has been 
attending to the household 


duties for her uucle, and her brother, 
Antone Rickert. 
The latter did not 
liveon the premises, 
but was accus- 


tomed to go there daily, and do the 
work about the garden and field. After 
dinner MissChristina 
went about the 


housework 
and Antone was working 
in the yard, a hundred yards from the 
scene of the tragedy. 
He says he heard 
a shot between one and 
two o'clock. 
Miss Rickert noticed the absence of the 
old man, and inquired of ber brother 
about him. About this time W. F, 
Detert called. 
Prank 
Hoffman sent 
word that he wished to see him, and 
he called in response 
to that request. 
Miss Rickert mot him, and told him 
that Mr. Hoffman had not been 
seen 
for some time. 
She opened the north 
door of the kitchen, and 
immediately 
gave a scream, on seeing the body of 
her uncle withhis head resting on the 
bench. 
Seeing the blood, she exclaim- 
ed that he had had a hemorrhage, 
to 
send for the doctor. 
Mr. Detert then 
stepped up to the body; and a slight 
examination showed that he was dead, 
and paid that tbe coroner should be 
notified.

A pool of half coagulated 
blood lay 


on the ground outside the wash bench, 
o\er which it had evidently 
flowed. 
Another smaller poollay on the wood 
floorof tbe recess, 
near the victim's 
feet. A wash bowl rested on the bench, 
turned upside down. 
This was spatter- 
ed with the crimson fluid. An old- 
fashioned rusty revolver was found on 
the floor. Itbad fallen from his grasp 
when 
the 
weapon 
was 
discharged. 


When found, the head reposed over the 
wash bench. 
Ithad been raised to an 
upright position in the chair by those 
who were first upon the scene, 
and a 
towelplaced over the head 
to conceal 
the fatal wound. 
Raising the towel a 
bullet hole was seen over the right 
temple. 
There 
was no exit wound, 


but the' bullet could be plainly felt 
against the skullon the back 
part of 
the head, where it had shattered 
the 
skull to a considerable extent. 
Alltbe 


circumstances 
pointed 
to a carefully 
arranged, 
premeditated 
suicide. 
The 
aged victimhad taken his seat before 
the mirrorso as to be able to select the 
vitalspot,'and watch the method of 
holding the weapon so as to give the 
bulletits deadly course. 
Tbe elbow of 


the right hand no doubt rested 
upon 


the upturned wash basin when the shot 
was fired, so us to steady it. A peculiar 
feature of the case is that the bullets- 
were inserted in the chambers 
of the 
revolver upside down, the flat end to- 
ward the object. 
Several unexploded 


chambers showed the same conditions. 
The old-fashioned percussion caps were 
used. 


The 
place selected 
for the sudden 
termination of life was close to the 
door on the north side of the kitchen, 
which forms the extreme 
west end of 
the dwelling. 
Here was a small recess, 


partly inclosed. 
A wash 
bench 
ex- 


tended ulong- the west side, and a small 
mirror was suspended on the wall. It 
was the place 
where 
the ordinary 


ablutions were performed. 
Here, still 


seated inthe chair opposite the looking- 
glass, 
reposed 
the remains 
of Frank 
Hoffman. 


As soon as. the sad 
affair was re- 
ported, the Ledger 
reporter 
repaired 


to the scene. 
Not more than an hour 


had elapsed since the body was found. 
The coroner's jury was then in session, 
and witnesses were beiog examined. It 
was not more than two hours from the 
findingof the body before the inquest 
was concluded and the verdict ofsuicide 
rendered. ;._\u25a0 C..'

POLL TAX NOTICE. 


Notice is hereby 
given that the State Poll 
Tax oftwo dollars for the year 1903, Is now due 
and payable at my office.Court House, Jackson 
or to a Deputy Assessor. 
Sec. 3539 of the Political Code reads as fol- 
lows: 
Every male inhabitant 
of the State 
over 
twenty-one,and under sixty years of age, ex- 
cept 
paupers, 
insane 
persons 
and Indians, 
must annually pay a Poll Tax of two dollars, 
provided the same bopaid between the 
First Monday in March and the 


First Monday In July, 1903, 


Then it shall be three dollars. 
Sec. 3.546 of the Political Code makes itthe 
duty of the Assessor 
to "demand Poll Taxot 
every person liable therefor, and on tho neglect 
or refusal of such person 
to pay. he must col- 
lect byseizure and sale of any personal prop- 
erty owned by such person." 


Under Sections 
4J9 to 435 every person who 
refuses to give his own name or the name of 
any person inhis employ, or who inany man- 
ner obstructs the Assessor 
or any of his depu- 
ties inthe collection of the State Poll Tax,is 
KUiltyofa misdemeanor, 
and liable to a Hne of 
JotKlor imprisonment in tho county jail,or both 
such fine and imprisonment. 


Onlythose persons 
under twenty-one orover 
sixty years ofago are exempt. Poll Tax must 
be paid ondemand.
